Thia was the third slitiog of the Benale
committes, As 8 precticel re:;alt of ile
Isbors the commiites has prepsred sleven
hilla to be submitied at the nexc eeselon of
the Legislature, to bs accompenied by an
expleaatory roport, The most jmportant of

It 18 eetimated that this will effscs & eay-
ing of 75 per cent, Tha tasie of th'e ealon-
lation is information fareished by the East-
ern snd Western Lunatle Aeyiom2 In re-
aponge to the reqaesls of the committee.
Toese figures show that In 1884 '85 265 pa-
tionts were laken to the Western Asylum by
State officers at o cost of $3 387 46, while In
1889-'90 215 lunailes were sent for by the
agylom aotborities and ejoveyed to the
seviom for 21,091.10. In toe fiscal year
1880 '81 the conveysnce of conviots cost the
Btate §3 597 and io 1888 '89 the expense was
$6.000.

Bill No. 3 amends eection 4018 of the Code

The pext bill gives to the accosed iu all
criminal cases the right to walve n jary and
be trled by the judge, who I8 to be asthor
izad to render roch judgment &8 wounld be
embraced in the verdict of a jury, The
committee, In framing this blil, gave care-
fol consideration tothe Mays case reported
ie 82 Virgiole, in which the prisoner who
walved a jury at the time of trial was re-
lessed on a hebera gorpus after he had baen
eent to the penltentiary.

An amerdment to eection 3528 of the
Qode is contained in the next bill. This al-
lowa the Commonwealth’s attorney a fee of
ten dollare io each felony coge end five dol-
lars for a miedemeanor, where the trial is
prosecated to a verdict end a judgment for
the Commonwesalth, to be charged only once
in each csse. Where s felooy indictment
reanits in & conviclion for mledemeanor only
five doliars is allowed.

Another bill amends the section of the
Code relating to fees of sheriffs and con
stebles in arrestiog and carryiog prisopers
to jall.

dHection 3550 of the Code i3 30 emended in
the pext biil as Lo provide that no fees shall
be allowed witnesges for the Commonwealth
for their attecdance at police or magiatrates’
conrte.

Anotber bill proposes to smend section
8080 of the OCode, making the pay and mile-
age of grand jarors and witoesees before
graod jurles payable ont of the connty and
corporation trensnties inetead of from Lke
Biate treasnry.
